attention from the other sources of 
sickness and disease in cities and 
towns 
In Hamburg, by water purification, 
the infant death rate was reduced 
from 406 per 1,000 births to 240 per 
1,000 births. In a city Uke New York, 
where there are 2,000 births a week, 
this would mean a saving of the lives 
of more than 17,000 Infanta a year. 
Similar conclusions have been reach­ 
ed in the United States by 
M. 
T. 
Sedgwick and G. Scott MacNutt, who 
collected figures to show a great im­ 
provement in the genera] death rate 
due to water purification. 
The American 
investigators 
just 
named have compared the vital sta­ 
tistics of Hamburg and of Lawrence, 
Mass., with those of cities which have 
unpurified water, and they say they 
I are convinced that water purification 
1 causes an absence of great fluctuation 
in diarrhoeal and other ailments. 
M. Antonio Maggiorani of Rome

McEwen before the State’s attorneys* 
convention in Chicago to the effect 
that lawyers for the defence in crimi­
